SUBJECT: ACCEPTANCE OF INDOCHINESE REFUGEES BY GROC 
REF: (A) BANGKOK 34872 (1977) (B) STATE 296504 (1977) 

1 . SUMMARY: THE GROC REPRESENTATIVE RESPONSIBLE FOR 
CONSULAR MATTERS IN THAILAND ADVISED AN EMBASSY 
REFUGEE OFFICER THAT TAIPEI WILL NOT CHANGE ITS 
CURRENT CRITERIA FOR ADMITTANCE OF INDOCHINESE 
REFUGEES OF CHINESE ORIGIN. THE REPRESENTATIVE HOWEVER, 

OFFERED TO FORWARD INFORMATION ON REFUGEES WITH 
IMMEDIATE RELATIVES IN TAIWAN SO THAT THE FAMILY 
COULD BE NOTIFIED OF THE REFUGEES' WHEREABOUTS, 

AND POSSIBLY TAKE ACTION DIRECTLY WITH THE GROC 
END SUMMARY. 

2. EMBASSY REFUGEE OFFICER DAKS JANUARY 30 AGAIN 

MET WITH WU MING- YEN, THE CHIEF OF THE TRAVEL DOCUMENTS 
SECTION OF CHINA AIRLINES. WU STATED THAT HE HAD 
REPORTED THEIR EARLIER MEETING (REFTEL A) TO TAIPEI. 

THE REPLY FROM TAIPEI INDICATED THAT GROC ADMITTANCE 
PROCEDURES FOR INDOCHINESE REFUGEES OF CHINESE ETHNICITY 
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WOULD NOT BE REVISED. WU WENT ON TO POINT OUT THAT 
TAIPEI HAD ACCEPTED NO BANGKOK APPLICANTS DURING 
THE LAST THREE MONTHS. 

3. WU ATTRIBUTED THE STRICTER ADMITTANCE POLICY 
THAT HAS EVOLVED OVER THE PAST YEAR PARTIALLY TO 
A DESIRE TO PUT INDOCHINESE ON EQUAL FOOTING WITH 
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REFUGEES WHO FLEE FROM MAINLAND CHINA. HE CLAIMED 
THAT A FAILURE TO DO SO WOULD SUBJECT THE GROC TO 
CRITICISM BY PEOPLE ON TAIWAN. ANOTHER FACTOR IS 
INCREASING GROC CONCERN OVER INTERNAL SECURITY. HE 
CITED THE HALT OF RED CROSS FLIGHTS TAKING CHINESE 
FROM SAIGON FOR ULTIMATE RESETTLEMENT IN TAIWAN 
AS AN INDICATION OF THE CONCERN OF GROC INTERNAL 
SECURITY AGENCIES OVER COMMUNIST INFILTRATIONS. 

HE SAID HE HAD NO IDEA WHETHER THE GROC WOULD AGREE 
TO ADDITIONAL RED CROSS FLIGHTS FOR CHINESE. 

4. DAKS SHOWED WU THE CASE FILE OF ONE SINO-LAO 
REFUGEE WHO HAD A MOTHER IN TAIWAN. HER FILE 
CONTAINED A COPY OF A LETTER FROM WU'S OFFICE 
REJECTING HER APPLICATION FOR ADMITTANCE BECAUSE 
THE REQUEST "WAS NOT IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE REGU- 
LATIONS. THE REFUGEE TOLD US SHE WAS REJECTED 
BECAUSE HER HUSBAND DID NOT HAVE ANY TIES WITH 
TAIWAN. WU CONFIRMED THAT THE APPLICATION HAD BEEN 
REJECTED, BUT SAID THAT THE LIKELY REASON WAS SECURITY. 

5. WU SAID THAT HE WOULD BE WILLING TO FORWARD 
TO TAIPEI COPIES OF FILES ON REFUGEES WHO HAVE 
IMMEDIATE FAMILY MEMBERS IN TAIWAN. HE SAID THE 
RELATIVES WOULD BE NOTIFIED OF THE REFUGEES' 
WHEREABOUTS, AND THEY WOULD BE FREE TO APPLY ON 
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BEHALF OF THE REFUGEES FOR ADMISSION TO TAIWAN, A 
PROCEDURE HE DESCRIBED AS NORMAL. WU ALSO SAID 
THAT REFUGEES WITH IMMEDIATE RELATIVES IN TAIWAN 
(PARENTS, CHILDREN, SIBLINGS) COULD BE ADVISED BY 
REFUGEE OFFICE REPRESENTATIVES THAT APPLICATION FOR 
RESETTLEMENT CAN BE MADE "IN PERSON" AT CHINA AIRLINES 
IN BANGKOK. THE ONLY CATEGORY OF REFUGEE THE GROC 
WILL DEFINITELY ACCEPT ARE FORMER GROC GOVERNMENT 
EMPLOYEES. EDUCATION IN TAIWAN IS NOT CONSIDERED 
A SUFFICIENT LINK FOR RESETTLEMENT. 

6. WU ALSO SUGGESTED THAT DAKS MIGHT WISH TO 
CALL ON GROC OFFICIALS CONCERNED WITH REFUGEE 
MATTERS WHEN HE PASSES THROUGH TAIWAN IN MARCH. 

7. THE REFUGEE SECTION THUS PLANS TO FORWARD 
COPIES OF FILES ON INDOCHINESE REFUGEES WHO HAVE 
IMMEDIATE RELATIVES IN TAIWAN AND NO STRONG TIES OR 
ASSOCIATION WITH THE U.S. TO CHINA AIRLINES IN 
BANGKOK. IN VIEW OF CURRENT GROC POLICY, HOWEVER, 

WE WILL NOT CONSIDER AN IMMEDIATE RELATIVE IN TAIWAN 
AS BEING A BARRIER TO OUR PRESENTING TO INS A REFUGEE 
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WHO MEETS OUR CRITERIA.
